city is one of the most healthful in 
the entir@® country, according to a 
report of Dr. John Kennedy, city 
health officer, to the sanitary com- 
mittee of city council Tuesday. 

Only 14 out of every 1.000 citizens 
died during the past year, the figures 
show. This is based on a population 
of 250,000 inhabitants, which is 
16,000 short of the latest population 
estimates furnished The Constitution 
Sunday. Dr. Kennedy also based his 
death rate figures on a_ two-thirds 
white population and one-third negro. 

The report is only a partial one, 
but covers the death rate percentage. 
Other figures relative to birth rate 
increase over deaths and items of sim- 
ilar interest will be listed in the com- 
plete report, which will be completed 
within the next few days. 

Additional equipment costing ap- 
proximately $90,000 will be recom- 
mended to council by the committee, 
and next year’s committee will be 
asked to press this in order to pro- 
vide adequate facilities for handling 
the city’s sanitary department.

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LANS ARE APPROVED 


Washington, December 28.—(/)— 
Reorganization plans by which the 
Georgia and Florida railroad will be 
taken out of receivership, and a new 
line 56 miles long constructed from 
Augusta, Ga., to Greenwood, 8S. C., 
were approved here Tuesday by the 
interstate commerce commission. 

The receivership over the Georgia 
and Florida system began in March, 
1915, and was conducted until his 
death by the late John Skelton Wil- 
liams. His brother, R. Lancaster Wil- 
liams was largely instrumental in pre- 
paring the reorganization plan by 
which a new company will take over 
the entire enterprise, and undertake 
the Greenwood extension which the 
commission's decision Tuesday said 
would give the system a prospect of 
operating profitably in the future. 

The Georgia and Florida Railroad 
company, which will acquire the sys- 
tem, was permitted by the order to 
issue $9,000,000 in 6 per cent pre- 
ferred stock, 100,000 shares of common 
stock of no par value, and $6,500,000 
in bonds. In addition it will guaran- 
tee payment of interest and principal 
as to $730,000 in equipment trust 
certificates and $792,000 in receiv- 
ers’ certificates. The face value of 
all these obligations is $3,850,000 less 
than the par of securities which were 
outstanding in*the company when it 
failed. 

During recent years under the re- 
eciyership the railroad has operated 
with difficulty, but has shown im- 
provement, the commission observed. 
The extension to Greenwood will give 
it a new northern outlet and add ef- 
ficiency to its operation as well as 
give it an opportunity, to inerease 
traffic. This construction will cost 
2.181.000 and the new security 1s- 
sues approved are expected to provide 
funds to this total, as well as serve 
for exchange with the securities of the 
failed railroad.

South Carolina 
was second with 5,361,386 spindles in 
place and 5,327,986 of them active. 

The total number of cotton spin- 
ning spindles in place in the United 
States during the month of Novem- 
ber was 37,426,048, of which 32,586.,- 
770 were active, the department of. 
commerce stated. Massachusetts head- 
ed all states in spinning activity with 
11.352,846 spindles in place, and 8,- 
418,346 of them active. Georgia held 
fourth place among all the states in 
spinning activity for the month.
